Fresh 
from setting new world’s Interscholastic records in the quarter-mile and 
half-mile runs while competing for Mercersburg Acadamy, Ted quali- 
fied for the Olympic team. When the 800-meter race was held, this

middle-distance runner of all time by winning both the quarter and 
the half-mile runs with only an hour’s rest between them, and set- 
ting mew records in both races.

In September, 1916, Ted went abroad with a team of five Amer- 
cans who competed in Norway and Sweden and he also competed in 
France during the war. In 1920 Meredith made a popular “comeback” 
and qualified for the American team to the seventh Olympiad at Ant- 
werp. He ran in the 400 meters, but was shut out in the finals. Per- 
haps Ted will feel the old ambition again this summer.

Northwest Points Declared 
Most Vulnerable 


Armament is Antiquated and 
Garrisons Small 


Brig..Gen. Todd Completes 
Regional Survey 


(BY A F. NIGHT vum 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.— 
The coast defenses of the North- 
west, particularly those of the Co- 
lumbia River, Puget Sound, Grays 
Harbor and Willapa Bay, “would 


be utterly unable to protect unite 
of the American battle fleet before 
they could be able to take up bat- 
tle formation,” Brig.-Gen. Henry 
D. Todd, commanding the Ninth 
Coast Artillery District, announced 
here today. Gen. Todd recently 
completed a survey of the North- 
West coast defenses, 

“I found the armament to con- 
sist of guns designed in 1895 and 
unable to shoot at ranges beyond 
17,000 yards,” Gen. Todd reported. 
“Today each ship of the British 
Royal Sovereign class carries eight 
fifteen-inch guns and fourteen six- 
inch guns, the fifteen-inch guns 
being able to outrange our twelve- 
inch guns by at least 10,000 yards. 
Each ship of the Japanese Nagato 
class carries eight sixteen-inch 
guns and twelve five-and-a-half- 
inch guns. Consequently, the coast 
defense of the Northwest could not 
offer adequate protection.

men. | 


CONDITIONS WORSE 

Conditions are worse in the 
coast defenses of the Columbia. 
There the garrison is so small 
— two coast artillery officers 
and twenty enlisted men for the 
three forte at the mouth of the 
Columbia and for the batteries at 
Grays Harbor and Willapa Bay— 
that all that can be done is to keep 
the material in good conditions. 

“It is my opinion that the mini- 
mum requirement for securing 
reasonable protection in Puget 
Sound consists of one sixteen-inch 
battery of two guns and a com- 

ratively small number of eix-inch 
eld guns and of twelve-inch mor- 
tars mounted on railway mounts, 
The field guns and the mortars 
with their Carriages exist. The 
sixteen-inch guns are also on hand. 
To construct carriages for the six- 
teen-inch guns and to mount them 
in concrete emplacements near 
Fort Worden would not cost more 
than $1,000,000, which is less than 
one-fortieth the cost of one bat- 
tleship.”

Signora Pallotelli pointed out 
the woman suffrage in her coun- 
try had been somewhat retarded 
in its progress by influences orig- 
inating in Italy's past history. 

“It is true that in Roman times 
the women exerted a marked influ- 
ence on politics and the condition 
of the state in general,” she said, 
“but their power waned during 
the middle ages when the status of 
woman fell into comparative ob- 
scurity. The effect of this has re- 
mained to this day in the tendency 
of our women to refrain from in- 
terest in political matters or the 
assertion of their rights. 

“Of course, there has been a 
movement for political recognition 
among the more broad-minded 
women of our country for some 
time, but it was lacking in sup- 
port until Mussolini came into 
power. The Premier is a man of 
liberal views and one of his first 
public utterances after assuming 
office was to declare his advocacy 
of woman suffrage. Since then 
Pp has been rapid and be- 
fore long Italy will join the other 
nations who have granted political 
rights to women.”

Taxpayers, in the preparation of 
their. 192 income tax returns | 
should note carefully the distinc- 
tion between business expenses 
and capital expenditures. Business 
expenses are deductible, but a 
capital expenditure mav not be. 
For example, a manufacturer may 
erect a new building at a cost of 
$100,000 and spend on it during 
the year $500 for repairs, uch as 
painting the roof, zeplacing broken 
windows, ete, The cost of the in- 
cidental repairs may be deducted, 
but the cost of the building is a 
capital investment, which is not 
deductible. 

Articles that will last more than 
a year purchased for use in buai- 
ness, trade or profession are con- 
sidered capital investments. These 
include books bought by a lawyer, 
physician or other professional 


tractor. 

Even when used wholly in car- 
rying on a business, trade or - 
fession, the purchase price of an 
automobile is not deductible. If 
used partly for business and partly 
for pleasure and convenience, the 
cost of upkeep, gasoline, repairs, 
te, may be apportioned accord- 
ingly and that part attributable 
to business purposes deducted as 
a business expense. 

Necessary expenses incurred in 
the maintenance of property leased 
to others may be deducted by the 
owner. These tnclude premiums on 
fire insurance polic the cost of 
water, light, heat, janitor services 
and minor repairs.
